— In th e Fig. 7B construction, in ord e r to facilitat e th e ass e mbly of spray tip 32", 
shroud 30' of Fig. 7 A may be split into two cylindrical sh e ll portions 30" (only on e 
b e ing shown) abutting at pin memb e rs 66, e ach s h e ll portion having opposed cylindrical 
cutouts in ord e r to accommodat e pin m e mb e rs 66. Upon completion of th e ass e mbly, th e 
split may b e clos e d via a rotational w e ld. — Finally, in th e Fig. 7B nozzle construction 21, 
pin members 66' are pr e f e rably int e gral with spray tip 32", th e r e by again shifting th e 
rotational int e rfac e to shroud 30" which, in ord e r to p e rmit ass e mbly is also comprised of 
two adjoining cylindrical sh e ll portions 30" in a mann e r similar to that describ e d relativ e 
to Fig. 7C. - Thus, th e Fig. 7B and 7C constructions ar e es s e ntially the r e v e rs e of th e Fig. 
7A nozzl e construction. 
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
